Installation of the new systen is 
almst complete except for 
connecting the 147.13 KASUAI and 
449.425 WONNG repeaters in Decarber 
and January. We would like to 
confine all autopatch activity to 
146.73 until we see that most club 
merbers are using the systen 
properly and are not experiencing 
any unexpected problens that we 
should be aware of. 


Our repeaters in the PARC bunker 
on Palamar Mt. at 5,600' cover 2,000 
sq.mi. of SD.Go. and 100+ miles out 
to sea. It is club policy that

Be FRIENDLY to those that you talk 
to, and INVITE then to support the 
club with their mmbership since 
they are using the repeaters in the 
PARC bunker. You can check their 
menbership in PARC by asking then if 
they have seen sarething in the mst 
recent SOOPE. 


AUTO PATCHES 


The Palavar Amateur Radio Club is 
operating a GENERAL OOWERAGE 
autopatch systen which covers about 
98% of the San Diego population and 
can be accessed fran about 2,000 sq 
miles of §.D. Oo. and 100+ miles out 
to sea using 146.73 (operating), 
147.13 (Dee 15th), 449.425(Jan 5th) 
and possibly onempre frequency in 
the future. The 5th autopatch is in 
Fallbrook, 146.175 WAGIPD, which is 
a local patch covering Fallbrook, 
Bonsall, Valley Center, Vista, and 
Oceanside from the Fallbrook area. 
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The autopatches could cover but 
do not cover: Warner Hot Springs, 
Borego, Jacurba, and Julian. 


These patches are intended for 
erergency road traffic and arergency 
situations existing within San Diego 
County. Uintil an erergency 
condition exists, menbers should 
feel free to use the patches for 
more mundane carmmications so that 
they will know how to use the 
patches when a real erergency does 
occur. 


Por the present, if you dial a 
nurber through a specific autopatch 
and cannot carplete the call, you 
can assure i)you chose the wrong 
patch for your dialed telephone 
number, 2)you are not using a PL of 
107.2, 3)you dialed the wrong codes 
for the patch being used, 4)you have 
tones that are off frequency, 5)your 
big fingers hit 2-4 of the smll 
tone pad keys at the sare tire or 
bounced off of the pad resulting in 
two digits rather than just one 
digit, 6)distorted or of improper 
levels, 7)you have a weak signal and 
drop in and out of the repeater 
resulting in missed digits, 8)you 
found a prefix which your friendly 
programers forgot to program 
(1/1000), or 93)you asked for the 
patch when it is being used by 
another repeater. 


At present, the patch systen is 
on 146.73, 147.13 (Dee 15th), or 
449.425 (Jan5). Check both %m 
frequencies before iniating a call 
(also 449.425 if you have 450) and 
you will assure yourself that your 
call has a 100% chance of getting 
recognized by the systen. If you 
can't monitor 450, your chances of 
not capturning the systen are about 
4 in 1000 attempts. If you don't 
nonitor anything except the repeater 
you are on, the chances are about 1 
in 200 calls of not capturing the 
systen witha good signal. If you 
don't capture the systen, the odds 
are that you probably have other 


problens. 
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Saretime next Spring we will 
consider installing a "patch busy 
signal" circuit which has already 
been designed. For about $60 in 
srall parts we think we can also 
reduce all codes to one code on all 
repeaters and your dialed telephone 
nurber would be autarstical ly routed 
to the correct autopatch outlet 
-ebut that will have to wait wtil 
we see how the present systen is 
working. 


If you bring the patch up for 
sareone, make sure that you AX THEM 
FIRST if they have a PL of 107.2 
turned on or you will have to 
repeate everything that they say to 
the person you are talking to 
.-rerearber, the patch does not pass 
transmitted audio without constant 
PL. 


Let us know of any problems that 
you might be having. We know the 
autopatches have been working 
properly ~ when used correctly.

USE A 107.2 PL FOR ALL AUTOPATCHES! 


Do not discuss autopatch codes or 


autopatch PL codes EVEN TO MEMBERS 
OVER THE AIR. Use your hore phone 
for such discussions. 


If you have an auto-dialer that 
does not allow spaces, it can't be 
used for sending codes + mnbers on 
our patch systen. Auto-dialers are 
too fast for the systen since we 
need to have time to activate the 
patches in San Diego after you enter 
the systen with the entry code. You 
can dial Rxy by hand (finger?) and 
then durp your nunber fram the auto- 
dialer autaratically. For exanple: 
1)Rxy (by hand), space of 1-2 
seconds (listen for the dial tone), 
(auto-dial) 7490276 or 2)Auto-dial 
Rxy (space) (space) (space) 7490276. 
We need about 1-2 seconds to 
activate the autopatches once they 
have been signaled to _ start 
listening to your dialed nurber. NO 
SPACE for the dial tone ... NO 
WORKIE. If the entire systen was 
located on Palarar Mountain (a bad 
place to be), we would not need the 
extra time (spaces) to send the 
sequence Rxy?490276 vs 
Rxy.. 7490276. 


If you use your transceiver on 
other autopatches, it is probably 
wise to just program the telephone 
nurber into your auto-dialer memory 
and durp the nurber after you dial 
in the proper access code by hand. 


Because of limits in our 
programming of mempries, prefixes 
are generally in upper third, middle 
third, and lower third, but there 
are sare intrusions that exist in 
the lower and middle sections since 
we were forced to prograna whole 
block (ie 560-569) as one nunber 
(56* ****, *=wild card) to save 
merory space. This block of 10 
nurbers is actually split between 
the middle and lower groups and if 
we had ample menpry available, they 
would have been properly split 
between the middle amd lower 
sections. The 10 number block ended 
up being programmed into the lower 
group to save memory. If you do not 
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copy the programing below of the 
three areas, you will have to try 
your first guess at which third it 
is in and if you are not correct and 
get a disconnect (dial tone), then 
you will have to try the adjacent 
area. This problen does not exist 
between the upper and middle 
sections since our memory in the 
upper section is larger and there 
are not as many prefixes. 


If you don't carry the below 
chart with you, then your "first 
time" call to the border of the 
middle and lower sections has a 50% 
chance of getting thru the first 
time you dial. If you get a reject 
dial tone, then you know it is the 
other section. Send a "#" and dial 
the adjacent section.

We record all phone nunbers 
dialed (we know who you are calling 
and we have tapes of what you are 
sayi »..enough said! 

BEING TAPED! One young lady who was 
frustrated in trying to operate the 
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The above picture shows a nobile 
in contact with the 146.(7)3 
repeater wanting to call a phone 
nuyber in Vista. The mobile 
broadcasts its touch tone signal 
code (Rxy) plus a PL of 107.2Hz to 
the 146.(7)3 repeater telling the 
Autopatch Systen on Palavar Mt. that 
the call is on the 146.(7)3 repeater 
(R=7) and that it wants a connection 
through the Vista patch (xy). "R" 
is the first digit after the decimal 
point on the repeater frequency 
being used and xy is on your address 
label under "Vista", "Mira Mesa", or 
"La Mesa." You must send three 
tones on your TT pad. ‘The first 
tone is for the repeater that you 
are on and the next two activate the 
proper autopatch connection in San 
Diego Coty. When you finish the 
patch you send a "#" to turn 
everything off. If you make a mess 
of entering the syten or with the 
phone nuyvber, it would be wise to 
send a "#", wait 5 seconds, and 
start all-over to make sure al) 
nurbers are "cleared" fran the 
systen. Your signal might be weak 
amd we received only 4-6 digits of 
the required 7 digits for the dialed 
phone nurber. Your sending the 
phone nurber all over again without 
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a reset will probably result in the 
giant corputer thinking that the 
first of your repeate 7-digit phone 
nuyvber are the missing digit(s) of 
the last dialed phone  nuber. 
Confusing? Just imagine what the 
durb carputer is thinking about what 
you are doing! 


The Rxy is received by the 
146.(7)3 repeater ami the "7" tells 
the Autopatch Systen that it should 
stop listening to the 147.(1)3 am 
449.(4)25 repeaters and that it 
should devote its full attention to 
you on the 146.(7)3 repeater for the 
next couple of minutes. If you were 
on the 147.(1)3 repeater, you would 
dial lxy to get into Vista and on 
the 449.(4)25 repeater, 4xy to get 
into Vista. 


The xy code for Vista (see your 
label) is  re-transmitted fran 
Palarar Mountain via the Autopatch 
Systen and received by all three 
autopatches on the floor of San 
Diego County putting the Mira Mesa 
and the La Mesa patches to sleep and 
activating the Vista Patch allowing 
you to finish dialing your telephone 
nurber. You should be able to 
"speed dial” the telephone nunber 
but not the 3-digit code plus the 
phone nunber.

in Peiping China '36 ..U.S. 
Antarctic Service 39-'41 under 
Admiral Byrd and received a (Qld 
Medal for his service ..carbat in 
Guadalcanal ..ist Merine Div. in 
Korea as a Radio Relay Platoon 
Commander, shot and captured 
..received § Bronze Star, 2 
Comendation medals, 4-Purple 
Hearts, 3-Good Conduct, China 
Service, Averican Defense, American 
Campaign, Prisoner of War Medal, and 
on and on (plus 11 nvre). 

Felix, until the last several 
years, used to carry the brunt of 
the ON operation for PARC on Field 
Day. Me FD he rolled off the cliff 
behind the 10,000,000gal tank and 
broke his right hand but returned 
later in the afternoon, after being 
sent hame to bed by the base doctor, 
only to operate the OW station the 
rest of the 24 hours of Field Day 
sending code with his left hand! “o 
used to operate OV franhis cars - 
a key strapped on his leg ..a little 
like Mark-AA6TR has been known to do 
fran time to tine. 

‘He was one of the first American 
Marines captured by the Chinese 
Communists when they shot him in the 
leg and blew up the jeep he was 
driving. He spent time with then in 
Korea and also Manchuria but he was 
such an “ornery critter" that they 
turned him over to the North Koreans 
where he was near death on many 
occasions, He spent most of his 
time with the North Koreans in 
solitary confinerent for being a 
good Marine. 

Felix was one of the last 
Americans to be released at 
Parmmjumn in Septerber of 1953, At 
the urging of many of us, he has 
finally written and published a book 
about his experiences, TOUR OF DUTY, 
which tells all about his Capture, 
being shot, and tricking his captors 
into providing him with a r | 
which he turned one part into a Iww 
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power transmitter. It really is an 
unbelievable story and after 38 


ys, years Felix looks younger today than

- he did when he was released at 


Freedan Village, 
Korea. 

Felix WAS and IS a MARINE in 
ATTITUDE and we thank him for 
everything that he has done for us 
and we are looking for him to renew 
for another 10 years in 2001!
